Garcia, Emanuel face off In 1st 
ever Chicago mayoral runoff

Rahm Emanuel failed to close the deal on a second 
term Tiiesda}^ suffering a national political embar- 
rassment as little-known, underfunded challenger 
Jesus “Chuy” Garcia forced the mayor into the un- 
charted waters of an April runoff election. 

It’s the first time Chicago has had a runoff cam- 
paign for mayor, which is what happens when none 
of the candidates eclipses the 50 percent benchmark 
in round one. 

With 98 percent of the city’s precincts counted, un- 
official results showed Emanuel with 45.4 percent and 
Cook County commissioner Garcia at 33.9 percent. 

Emanuel, who spent millions on ads to try to repair 
his image with voters following a difficult four years, 
attempted to portray optimism despite the results. 

“Thank you, Chicago. We have come a long way 
and we have a little bit further to go. This is the first 
step in a real important journey in our city,” Emanuel 
told supporters. “Eor those who voted for someone 
else, I hope to earn your confidence and your sup- 
port in the weeks to come.” 


His voice strained, Emanuel congratulated his 
runoff rival Garcia for a running “a good race” but 
was interrupted by some loud boos. “No. No. No. 
He’s a good man,” Emanuel said. “He’s a good man, 
and I look forward to a debate on the issues in the 
weeks ahead so we can be clear about the 
choice for the city of Chicago’s future.' 

Garcia sought to keep the pres- 
sure on by portraying himself as the 
populist progressive and attacking 
the mayor as a puppet of the corpo- 
rations and special interests he said 
filled the mayor’s campaign fund. Gar- 
cia continued to embrace his role as Chi- 
cago’s underdog. 

“Nobody thought we’d be here tonight. They 
wrote us off They said we didn’t have a chance. They 
said we didn’t have any money while they spent mil- 
lions attacking us,” said Garcia, a former alderman 
and state lawmaker. “Well, well, we’re still standing. 
We’re still running, and we’re gonna win.” 

Eor Emanuel, who used a multimiUion dollar 
campaign war chest in trying to rehab his image and 
rebound from widespread voter disenchantment, 
going to a second election represents a personal and 


political setback for a Washington-polished politi- 
cian long known on the national stage. 

The runoff sharply changes the election dynam- 
ics for the next six weeks among voters who now 
will measure Emanuel against just Garcia. While a 
stream of ads and robust Emanuel fundraising 
is expected to continue, it also places more 
pressure on the mayor to engage Garcia 
one-on-one, rather than largely dismiss- 
ing his four opponents as Emanuel did 
during five debates. 

Emanuel thanked Chicagoans “for 
your vote of confidence.” But Tuesday’s 
results show that if the election was a ref- 
erendum on Emanuel’s first term, he fell short 
of earning a passing grade. The main reasons: voter 
dissatisfaction with Emanuel’s decision to close 
50 schools, his standoff with teachers during a 2012 
teachers strike and struggles to tamp down violent 
crime, which spiked at times during his first term. 

The results also reflect that Garcia’s message 
gained traction as he slammed Emanuel for in- 
creased shootings, school closings and not creating 
enough jobs in the city’s neighborhoods, which he 
argued had been “left behind.”

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Hindi is iatest 
addition to city 
voting materials

Voters casting ballots in Chicago on 
Tuesday likely walked out with a slip of 
paper translated from English into three ^ 
languages— one of which may not have 
looked familiar. 

For decades, Spanish has been a staple ^ 
on the ballot receipts thanking voters for ^ 
coming out. In the early 2000s, Chinese 
began showing up. 

But the newest addition, Hindi, was 
added only in 2012. The language also 
appeared on some ballots and precinct 
signs. 

Including Hindi on voting materials 
stemmed from recent U.S. Census Bu- 
reau numbers and Section 203 of the Vot- 
ing Rights Act, which requires officials to 
provide language assistance to minority 
groups that need it. 

Asian-Indians in Cook County are the 
latest to qualify both in population and 
need. Illinois was the first state required 
by the U.S. Justice Department to offer 
ballots printed in Hindi. 

“It goes by jurisdiction,” said Jim Al- 
len, spokesman for the Chicago Board 
of Election Commissioners. “When 
DuPage and Lake counties were adding 
Spanish for the first time, we were adding 
Hindi.” 


VOTERS CHILLY ON 
BALLOT IN COLD

Meg Stewart was on her way to work Tuesday 
afternoon when she checked Facebook and 
saw a voting-related post. That’s when she re- 
alized it was Election Day 

“I was like, ‘Oh, I didn’t do that today’ ” said 
Stewart, 30, a Lincoln Park resident. “That was 
when I realized, ‘Oops, I guess that’s not hap- 
pening.’ ” 

Stewart, a Republican, first voted in an elec- 
tion in Chicago in November when she cast a 
ballot for now-Gov Rauner. A South Carolina 
native, Stewart also said she didn’t vote Tues- 
day because she assumed Mayor Emanuel was 
going to win a second term anyway which 
turned out to be incorrect. 

And voting was inconvenient, she said— es- 
pecially in the winter weather. 

“For me, I didn’t want to wait in line ... 
knowing it was cold” outside, she said. 

Voter apathy and freezing temperatures 
both can influence participation rates, experts 
say and Tuesday was no exception. 

Turnout was extremely low for the election, 
in which Jesus “Chuy” Garcia forced Emanuel 
to an April runoff Emanuel needed 50 percent 
of the vote plus one vote to win re-election 
without a runoff, and he did not meet that 
number. 

While official numbers were not available 
Tuesday night, Jim Allen, a spokesman for the 
city’s election commission said he estimates 
that between 32 and 34 percent of Chicago’s 
1.4 million voters— or roughly 455,000 to 
480,000 people— cast a baUot in this election. 
The record low is about 33 percent. 

Despite the frigid morning, weather usually 
is not an overriding factor in voter turnout. 


said Allen, who attributes the low numbers to 
decreased interest. 

“For whatever reason {this year] voter inter- 
est is not as strong,” he said. “Voter interest 
drives turnout. Not weather, not sunshine.” 

Dick Simpson, a political science professor 
at the University of Illinois at Chicago and a 
former Chicago alderman, said snow and cold 
tend to depress voter turnout. While it didn’t 
turn out to be the case in the mayoral race, low 
turnout can benefit candidates already in of- 
fice because voters who elected the candidate 
last time are more likely to show up at the polls 
this time, Simpson said. 

“When the race is competitive and a lot 
is at stake, a lot can overcome the weather,” 
Simpson said. 


Allen told RedEye that the biggest concern 
of the day was “a lack of voters. For whatever 
reason, they’re not there in big numbers at all.” 

Early voting told a different story About 
23 percent more ballots were cast during early 
voting this year than in Chicago’s municipal 
election four years ago, according to officials. 

Overall, about 42 percent of registered Chi- 
cago voters cast ballots in 2011. 

“I thought that the effort to keep Rahm 
Emanuel under 50 percent ... might resonate,” 
Simpson said. 

A Weather Channel poU in 2012 seemed to 
not bode well for Emanuel’s challengers. The 
poll of 1,683 registered voters before the presi- 
dential election found that people who make 
less than $50,000 a year are more likely to not

vote if the weather is bad than those making 
more than $50,000 a year. 

The median household income in Chi- 
cago from 2009-13 was $47,270, according to 
Census numbers. 

The same poll found that Millennials are 
less likely to vote than their older counter- 
parts if there are three inches or more of 
snow on the ground or it’s unseasonably cold. 

Chicago voters have long had to face win- 
ter weather to cast their ballots. Municipal 
elections have been held in February in 
Chicago for more than 100 years, WBEZ 
recently reported. 

“^JCh’ve kept {the elections] in February 
primarily because the (political] machine 
does better with their controlled vote and 


the lowered turnout,” Simpson said. 

Simpson said this winter had an effect on 
the elections. Workers for candidates have 
had difficulty reaching voters at their homes 
because of icy sidewalks and snow storms, 
including the one that dumped more than 19 
inches of snow on the city earlier this month. 

“Some of those weekends were just too 
icy and too snowy to reach the households,” 
Simpson said. “You can really sell your can- 
didate if you’re there on the front steps” of 
a voter’s home. 

And younger voters tend to value face-to- 
face interaction with candidates, Meghan 
Condon, visiting assistant professor of pub- 
lic policy at Loyola University Chicago, told 
RedEye earlier this year. 


Tanya Pshenychny of Rogers Park had 
that face-to-face interaction with a candi- 
date this election season— her alderman. 
Aid. Joe Moore (49th), was handing out 
flowers at a train stop, and she scored one. 

“I thought hey maybe I should vote,” said 
Pshenychny 29. “It kind of made my day” 
But when Election Day rolled around, 
Pshenychny didn’t cast a ballot. She didn’t 
feel well-informed enough to vote, she said, 
and she didn’t make the time on Tuesday 
“I live right next to the poUing place, so it’s 
kind of horrible on my part,” she said. “I ac- 
tually could have walked a few feet and vot- 
ed.”

Christians abducted by 
Islamic militants in Syria 


Islamic State militants struck before 
dawn, staging house-to-house raids in a 
cluster of villages nestled along the Kha- 
bur River in northeastern Syria. They 
abducted at least 70 Christians— many 
of them women and children— while 
thousands of others fled to safer areas. 

The captives’ fate was unclear Tues- 
day a day after they were seized, and 
relatives said mobile phone service was 
cut off and land lines also were not go- 
ing through, adding to the fear and un- 
certainty about their loved ones. Heavy 
flghting was reported in the area. 

The Islamic State group has 
a history of killing captives, in- 
cluding foreign journalists, Syr- 
ian soldiers and Kurdish militiamen. 
Most recently militants in Libya affili- 
ated with the extremist group released a 
video showing the beheading of 21 Egyp- 
tian Christians. 

The group’s bloody campaign in Syria 


and Iraq, where it seeks to form a self- 
styled caliphate, repeatedly has targeted 
religious minorities since it took control 
of a third of both countries. The United 
States and coalition of regional partners 
are conducting a campaign of airstrikes 
against the group. 

The militants struck near the town of 
Tal Tamr in Hassakeh province, an area 
predominated by Assyrian Christians. 
Most of the captives came from Tal 
Shamiram and some from Tal Hurmiz. 

Nuri Kino, the head of a group called 
A Demand For Action, said between 
70 and 100 Assyrians were taken cap- 
tive. About 3,000 people fled and have 
sought refuge in the cities of Hassakeh 
and Qamishli, he said, adding that his 
activist group based its information on 
conversations with villagers who fled 
the attack and their relatives. His group 
focuses on religious minorities in the 
Middle East.

This is a darkly funny, and at times violent 
play. Why choose it? 

DEREK VAN BARHAM: This was just 
so different. It really excited the younger 
generation in our ensemble. This is almost 
like an action film like “Heathers” or an early 
Tarantino film where it’s really quippy and 
with great dialogue. {The characters] just 
happen to be gay 


Why is “Angry Fags” a necessary title? 

DVB: [Playwright] Payne has a lot in com- 
mon with Dan Savage in that whole idea 
of reclaiming language. [Savage] talked a 
lot about reclaiming the word queer in the 
early ’90s . ... To a certain extent it’s like that 
because now that we’ve said the title it’s out 
there. ... That’s the name of the play OK 
great, let’s move on. 

JUDE HANSEN: It also prepares an audience 
because it’s kind of rude. If you’re prepared 
to see a show called ‘Angry Fags,” you’re 
going to be somewhat prepared for the dark 
content in this show 


How do you think viewers might react to the 
violence in the play? 

JH: It’s going to be very shocking to a lot of 
people, but I also think that laced into that 
are these really progressive politics. ... They go 
to extreme measures to achieve their end, but 
the sentiment of taking action to make change 
is still valid for anyone. In some ways this play 
is a cautionary tale against taking it too far. 

A part of the LGBT community believes 
we’ve won a lot of civil rights issues and oth- 


ers argue the fight is far from over. Where 
does the play stand on these issues? 

DVB: Every time this play has come up 
[Pride Films and Plays] thought, shouldn’t 
we be spreading the good news? It’s not 
“Children’s Hour” anymore [or] ‘Angels in 
America.” Good stuff is happening. I think 
this play acknowledges that but also says 
there’s still so much further to go. 

One of the characters utters the line: “Nos- 
talgia isn’t what it used to be. The future, 


that’s where all the good stuff is.” Is the play 
optimistic in that respect? 

JH: It ends with the words “make it better,” 
and you got to hope that that’s where we’re 
going. 

DVB: I don’t think Topher is condoning vio- 
lence ... but what I do think he is sort of say- 
ing with “make it better” is making the most 
of whatever the situation is. I don’t think the 
play dismisses the progress we’ve made, but 
it’s saying keep fighting.

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Small but mighty 


Indie gaming fest Bit Bash 
grows by shrinking

To say Chicago’s first independent gaming fes- 
tival was a hit is something of an understate- 
ment. 

Bit Bash’s unique blend of indie games, art, 
beer and live music drew 1,400 attendees for 
the one-day event Sept. 6. So, it’s not surprising 
that tickets for Wednesday evening’s Itty Bitty 
Bash at Near West Side bar Bottom Lounge — 
conceived as a smaller, bite-size version of the 
festival with a beach party theme— sold out all 
300 tickets in less than three days. 

“We wanted to keep the momentum going 
with indie games in Chicago,” said Jamie San- 
chez of Indie City Collective, a local nonprofit 
that created and helped organize the bashes. 

thought, ‘Let’s not wait another year to 
put the bug back in people’s ears.’ And it seems 
to be working.” 

Even if it’s shrunken down, the mission be- 
hind Itty Bitty Bash essentially remains the 
same— to celebrate and evangelize the brave 
new indie games scene populated with games 
more creative than the typical big budget Xbox 
title. One of eight new games partygoers will 
have hands-on time with is “Wormball”— a 
lo-fi game described by its creator, Chicagoan 
Chris Wade, as “consensually worm wrestling 
everyone in the room.” “Slam City Oracles” is 
a raucous riot grrrl-inspired game about two 
young girls who dance so hard, they tear down a 
city “Fistful of Gun” sounds like a slice of pulpy 
B -movie heaven; it’s about a group of Old West 
gunslingers trying to stop an evil railroad baron 


who’s unwisely built a track to hell. 

The games are diverse in style and substance, 
but they share a social nature that means play- 
ing with someone right next to you— not talk- 
ing into a giant headset with a stranger across 
the country 

“We wanted games that can be played in a 
party setting,” said Sanchez, 30, of Lakeview 
“A lot of them are fun multiplayer games that 
people will enjoy even with DJs playing in the 
background.” 

Itty Bitty Bash also represents a send-off par- 
ty for a group of independent game developers 
headed to an experimental event called Train 
Jam that begins Thursday In the indie game 
world, game jams are gatherings in which par- 
ticipants are tasked with creating off-the-cuff 
titles in a couple of short days, and Train Jam- 
mers will concoct original games during an epic 
trip on Amtrak’s California Zephyr from Union 
Station to the Bay Area, en route to a confer- 
ence in San Francisco. 

“It’s an adventurous and creative environ- 
ment where developers get to spend 52 hours 
working on fun and new creative projects— all 
while looking out of a window and observing 
scenic views across the United States,” said 
Train Jam creator Adriel Wallick, 28, of the 
Netherlands. 

Events like the Itty Bitty Bash and the Train 
Jam count as more evidence that the stereotype 
of the solitary gamer no longer holds water. 

“The stereotype of gamers as antisocial 
is whittling away” Sanchez said. “A lot of 
us are part of a big supportive community
